WOUNDED SOLDIER 
TELLS: OF PLUCK OF 
"FIGHTING COMRADES 


“They knew they could not 
reach the trenches alive but 
they were gume to the eud”, In 
such away as this does J.D. 
Elliott, a former Irma hard- 
ware merchant, who now lies 
inaFrench hospital suffering 
from a bullet wound through 
the lung, describe the pluck 
that has long characterized the 
work of the Canadians on the 
battlefields of France. 

Writing to his triend, Mr, 
Stuart of the firm of Stuart & 
Peterson, Elliott tells of the 
battle in which many of his 
friends lost their lives and in 
which he received his wounds. 
“It happened on Friday morn- 
ing about five o'clock” he states 
“when we were forced to make 
an adyance over some open 
country to capture some 
trenches from which the Freach 
had been driven, 

“In our race for them I saw s 
few of our boys get stopped. 
But with othersaI went on .us- 
till received a. bullet through 
the lung, 1 dropped down and 
was contented to lie where I 
had fallen. I was carried off 
che field by the stretcher bear- 
ers. 
“It is pitiful to think of. the 
good boys who have lost their 
lives and my own good friends 
among them. When I fell I 
saw them go onward, but was 
sure very few of them could 
have reached the trenches 
alive. They were game to 
the end”,

To Overcome Cholera 


immunizing. Fluid in France 
Gives Good Results 


‘Considerable anxiety has been ex- 
‘pressed lest the summer heat should 
produce among the French soldiers 
an epidemic of cholera, contracted 
from Austrian and German troops 
transferred from the eastern front, 
where the disease is now serious. 

Professor Vincent, head of the Val 
de Grace Military hospital, and the 
discoverer of a typhoid. anti-toxin, re- 
lieved the anxiety by presenting be- 
fore the Academy of Medicine de- 
tails of a cholera anti-toxin consist- 
ing of an immunizing fiuid. 

Animals that had been inoculated 
with cholera and were later ‘inocluat- 
ed with the new. serum survived. 
Others died within fourteen hours. 

Professor Vinceut asserts that the 
danger of.a summer epidemic is now 
entirely dissipated. . !

To Develop Oil Fields 


Canadian Pacific Oil Fields Thrown 
Open For Development 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
decided to throw open for develop 
ment its holdings in oil fields in the 
Calgary district, and will lease petro- 
leum and gas rights under certain 
conditions. The company will charge 
one dollar an acre payable half yearly 
in advance, the life of the leases to 
be fixed at ten years. The area of 
each jease will be limited to six hun- 
dred and forty acres which must con- 
sist of adjoining quarter sections or 
legal subdivisions.

advantage of gain in the barter. For 
continued) commerce the gain must 
extend to both parties to the trans- 
action. If the resultant advantage of 
a business deal insures.to the benefit 
of one party only, there is an econom- 
iic defect. The. buyer must benefit 
by his purchase «as truly as the saller 
by his sale. 

“In large matters. the 
country is a gainer as truly as the 
) eXDoritng country, lt is. 80 with 
j small matters. The buyer gets from 
Ahe grocer ‘flour, from the hardware 
man nails, from the lumber man lum- 
ber, and in each case the buyer and 
seller are benefitted. The g#meé buyer 
goes to the saloon to get wine or beer 
or whisky, The dealer makes a profit 
on the goods sold. But 
break in our business principles. The 
buyer makes no gain. He parts with 
'his share of the barter, and gets no- 
(thing valuable in return. At every- 
, other counter there was gain on both 
here the gain is on one side 


‘only. The ‘transaction limps; it is 
{false to business principles. It re- 
presents economic waste. Jt must,’ 
cease. ‘ 

“It remains eternally true tliat 


business to be legitimate. must pro- 
duce gain to both parties dealing. 

“The economic waste 
multiplied factor when the. argument 
is extended to liquor’s effect on the 
purchaser who consumes it.’ 

“The liquor traffic. is a parasite. 
Any business blocd that it has is 
}sucked from the vigorous body ‘of 
healthful business. It contributes no- 
(hing, but draws heavily. Ii traffic 
in lumber, groceries, dry goods and 
other .legitimate business gave no 
more value than liquor gives, and yet 
received as these lines of busiviess do, 
and. as liquor does,.all business would 
collapse. The quid pro quo would be 
acking., Ifa town or cify prospers 
where traffic in liquor is allowed, its 
prosperity is less than it should pe by 
just so much as liquor takes. It gives 
nothing, and what it takes is so much 
substracted from the genera] gain. It 
is a parasite, a leach. Prosperity may 
continue, but it carries a needless bur- 
den. A ten-mule team may “haul a 
heavy load up a-hill, even though 
there may be one span.on the rear énd 
pulling back. Unhitch the pull-back 
team and the load will moy: forward 
easily. Unhitch the Jiquor drag and 
you accelerate the movement of f*git- 
imate business.” :

SYNOPSIS OF F COAL MINING 
REGULATIONS 


Coal mining rights of the Dominion, inMarit 
oba, Saskatehewan and Alberta and the Yuk- 
on territory, tho N North-west Territories and in 
d-portion of the province of British Columbia, 
may be leased fora term of tweiity-one years 
at an annual rental of $1 an acre. Not ‘more 
than 2,560 acros will-be leased to one applicant, 

Application fora lease must be made by the 
applicant in person to the Agent or Sub-Agént 
of the district in which the rights applied for 
are situated 

In surveyed territory the land must be cs- 
eribed by sections, or legal subdivisions of 
sections, and in unsurvoyed territory the tract

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Egg Statistics Compiled by Poultry 
_ Experts of Dominion Department. 
of Agriculture 

Canada is short fifteen undrea 
thousand hens, averaging one lhun- 
dred eggs pet year. ‘Canada in 1914 
imported two hundred thousand dol- 
lars’ ‘worth more poultry than’ she 
exported, and imported eggs to the 
enormous amount in value of $2,500,- 
000 in excess of her shipments abroad. 
These are the somewhat gurprising, if 
not alarming, statements made by 
the poultry division of the Dominion 
department of agriculture, from 
which also emanaces the’ important 
announcement that Britain took from 
Belgium, France, Russia, Germany, 
and Austria-Hungary, in the avail- 
able months of 1914 three million dol- 
lars’ worth of poultry and 136,000,000, 


million eggs—sufficient to. give two 
millon, two hundred and thirty-five 
thousand, six hundred and sixteen 
people two eggs apiece for every aay. 
in the year. Such facts, must surely 
convey a world of meaning to poul- 
try breeders in Canada. These facts 
are further emphasized by the state- 
ment that the ayerage egg yield. per 
hen in this country is but 80 eggs 
per year, which, we are further as- 
sured by experts, could, by careful 
selection, feeding and housing be in- 
creased to 180 eggs per hen per year. 
Ag the head of the division at Ottawa 
remarks, “It. would’ be a profitable 
thing to strive for.’

New Floating Mine- 


It Has Many Advantages Over Those 
in Use by Other Nations 

The ‘British navy has developed a 

new type of mine, which, according to 

the Scotsman, marks a pew-era in this 

branch of warfare. The German and 


French oflating mines have not pre- . 


‘sented such a very difficult problem, 
because it has ‘een comparatively 
easy to sweep them up, owing to their 
suspension tackle. The new British 
mine has no floats and no tackle. It 
an be ejected from a torpedo tube or 
ncontinently thrown cyerboard. It 
esired, it can be set to rest on the 
sea floor until the mimute chosen by 
those: placing it, when it wih come 
up, not to the gurface, but to the 
proper depth at which +o . meet the 
rushing bows cf a chip. 
’ As soon as the mine, floating free, 
reaches a certain cepth there is set 
up a series of movemgnts which put 
into operation a ii:y propeller, and 
this promptly kicks the mine up to 
the proper level, and thon stops un- 
til again callec upon. It is not a 
mine easily caught in sweeping op- 
erations, as it progresses under water 
in ‘a series of slow “leaps,” which 
never reveal it, as it cannot leap be 
yond its fixed limit of buoyancy. -
